Hy  Lord  Hayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  1873.  the  first  Hedical  Officer  of  Health  for  Hull, 

Dr.  William  Holden,  was  appointed.  Since  then,  Hull  has  enjoye 
the  benefits  of  the  knowledge  and  the  progressive  outlook  in  health 
matters  of  his  successors.  Over  the  hundred  years,  the  general 
health  situation  in  Hull  has  improved  tremendously.  Pluch  of  that 
improvement  has  been  due  to  the  enthusiasm  of  the  various  Health 
Committees  and  other  committees  which  had  health  functions,  but 
least  to  the  enthusiasm  and  devotion  of  thousands  of  workers  in  the 

field. 

This  is  my  last  Report  as  Hedical  Officor  of  Health  for  the  City. 
Under  the  new  reorganised  Health  Service,  Hedical  Officers  o sa 
ceaso  to  exist  and  their  place  has  been  taken  by  District  Community 
Physicians  who  are  employed  in  the  National  Health  Service,  but  who 
are  also  appointed  as  Hedical  Officers  for  Environmental  Health  to  the 
Local  Government  District  whose  district  lies  within  .he  province 
the  appropriate  Area  Health  Authority. 

• In  this  short  Report  it  is  impossible  to  highlight  the  achievements 
of  the  past.  Such  reports  tend  to  take  on  the  flavour  of  an  ob  .uary 
notice  and  I do  believe  that  instead  of  looking  backwards  we  should 

always  look  forwards. 

The  new  Health  Service  comes  into  operation  on  1st  April;  the 
challenge  is  tremendous;  the  challenge  will  be  accepted;  there  is 
no  doubt  that  the  Health  Service,  not  only  in  Hull  but  in  the  country 
in  general,  will  improve.  I wish  the  new  Service  well. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  once  again 
to  personally  thank  the  members  of  the  Environmental  Services  Committee, 
thePHull  City  Council  and  the  many  enthusiastic  and  devoted  members  of 
my  staff  upon  whom  I depended  so  much.  They  have  done  a truly 

magnificent  job.

Hodical  Examinations 

2,968  examinations  were  carried  out  by  medical  officers  of  the 
Department. 

2,664  were  in  respect  of  new  appointments,  admission  to  the  Sick 
Pay  and/or  Superannuation  Schemes,  fitness  to  continue  in 
employment,  to  drive  heavy  goods  and  public  service 
vehicles. 

324  were  in  connection  with  the  Corporation's  Sick  Pay  Scheme. 

4 of  these  examinations  were  home  visits. 

1,178  appointments  for  medical  examinations  were  not  kept. 

46  decisions  were  made  in  connection  with  employees  excluded 
from  the  Sick  Pay  Scheme,  as  to  whether  absence  was 
related  to  the  medical  disability  for  which  the  employee 
was  excluded. 

259  students  at  the  College  of  Education  were  examined  at  the 

termination  of  their  teacher  training  Courses  to  determine 
their  fitness  to  enter  the  teaching  profession. 


Cremations 

In  1973  the  Crematorium  carried  out  3,072  cremations  - an  increase 
of  160  on  the  previous  year.  Of  the  cremations  carried  out  at  the  Hull 
Crematorium,  2,101  were  of  residents  of  Kingston  upon  Hull,  which  was 
62,5%  of  the  provisional  total  deaths  for  the  same  period.

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Health  Education,  Publicity  and  Home  Safety 

Displays  were  held  in  the  Guildhall  reception  area  on  five  occasions 
during  1973.  The  topics  were  Home  Safety  (twice),  Fireworks,  Water 
Safety  and  Dental  Hygiene.  The  Department  participated  in  two  Open  Days 
organised  by  the  Social  Services  Department  and  gave  information  on  the 
Health  Visitor,  District  Nurse,  Chiropody  and  Nursing  Requisites  Services, 
Health  Education  and  Home  Safety. 

One  new  film  on  food  hygiene  was  purchased  during  the  year.
